There are few men whose position 
in English literature is more fiercely disputed 
than that of Charles Dickens. Mr. Chester¬ 
ton’s contribution to the controversy is bound 
to be novel and worthy of attention. 

McClure, Phillips & Co. publish to-day 
Eugene Wood’s humorous sketches of Amer¬ 
ican village life under the title of “Back 
Home.” Mr. Wood writes of such things 
characteristic of American rural communities 
as “The Little Red Schoolhouse,” “The Sab¬ 
bath School,” “The Firemen’s Tournament,” 
“The Swimming Hole,” “Circus Day” and 
“The County Fair.” His humorous touch 
and his faculty for sympathetic caricature put 
him in the class of humorists that contains 
Mark Twain, Bill Nye and Eugene Field. 
They have also just ready a new book by 
Charles Wagner, entitled “Justice,” in which 
the author points out that it is not only neces¬ 
sary to live the simple life, but also to live 
the upright life, and that we must consider 
justice not only in regard to our fellew man, 
but also in regard to ourselves; also, an in¬ 
teresting volume of travel entitled “A Com¬ 
mercial Traveller in South America,” by 
Frank Wiborg, of the large firm of ink manu¬ 
facturers, Ault & Wiborg, who last year found 
it necessary for business reasons to make a 
trip through South America. The book is 
a chatty and enertaining record of his ex¬ 
periences during this trip, but is also valuable 
as containing the observations of an experi¬ 
enced American business man on trade condi¬ 
tions and the markets of South America.

CAUTION NEEDED IN SUPPLYING 
BOOKS TO STRANGERS. 

The attention of the trade has been called, 
time and again, to the importance of exercis¬ 
ing the utmost caution in supplying protected 
books to unknown and irresponsible parties. 
Notwithstanding this warning it occurs al¬ 
most every week that even loyal supporters 
of the reform movement are taken off their 
guard, and that much mischief is done by 
others who are too weak to resist a tempting 
offer. 

Only a short time ago a buyer for one of the 
Eastern undersellers approached a Western 
retail bookseller, an old acquaintance, with 
a proposal to send him a large consignment 
of books with which he intended to stock a 
new bookstore in Brooklyn, N. Y. The 
bookseller, who has always been prominent in 
the support of the reform movement, for the 
moment forgot himself and took the order. 
After he had shipped part of the goods, he 
made inquiry at the headquarters of the 
American Publishers’ Association, and found 
to his chagrin that the party in question was 
the agent for an underseller, and that the ad¬ 
dress given was one of the stables of the 
concern that intended to undersell the books. 
Naturally, the remainder of the consignment 
was withheld; but, as about 900 books had 
already been forwarded, the underseller’s con¬ 
cern was in a position to do some damage to 
the trade in its locality. In this case, had the 
bookseller in question made the inquiry be¬ 


fore delivering the goods he might have been 
saved mortification, and his colleagues in the 
East might have been saved annoyance and 
loss. Indeed, the very fact that a person in¬ 
tending to start a bookstore in the East was 
making his purchases in the West alone 
should have aroused his suspicion. 

If the trade would but remember that its 
enemies are forever at work to take advantage 
of their good nature or carelessness, and that 
these enemies leave no stone unturned nor 
hesitate to use every possible guise or subter¬ 
fuge to obtain books, much harm would be 
obviated. Every publisher and every book¬ 
seller may know, without inquiry even, that a 
person representing himself as from a small 
town cannot use for himself 2500 copies of 
a recent work of fiction. Every one, without 
a moment’s hesitation, may know that such 
books are intended for the undersellers’ 
market. And yet it is a fact that some deal¬ 
ers have been in doubt in such cases, and 
actually intended to supply such orders when 
they received warning to desist. 

Just now the agents of the undersellers are 
particularly active in and about New York, 
Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Detroit, and Newport 
News, Va., and the trade is warned to be 
careful in dealing with strangers in these 
localities. Wherever possible it would be 
well to telephone or to telegraph to the man¬ 
ager of the American Publishers’ Association, 
who is in a position often to give immediate 
reply. The Association in such cases is ready 
to defray the expense of telegraphing. 

The reform movement depends upon the in* 
dividual efforts of every one concerned in its 
integrity quite as much as upon concerted ac¬ 
tion. In order to cope with the antagonists 
of the reform movement it is necessary to ex¬ 
ercise extreme caution and to report to head¬ 
quarters every suspicious case. 


This week witnessed two pleasant events 
in the lives of members of the trade. On 
Sunday, September 10, Mr. Henry Carey 
Baird quietly celebrated his eightieth birth¬ 
day in his Philadelphia home. Mr. Baird, 
in point of descent and continuous connection 
with the book trade, may be considered its 
dean. Sprung from an illustrious ancestor, 
Mathew Carey, the champion of personal lib¬ 
erty, the friend of Lafayette and the early 
founders of our Republic, as well as a leader 
in early American book trade affairs, it is 
not strange that Mr. Baird should have be¬ 
come as famous as a defender of American 
institutions, as he has become as a leader in 
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the trade that is honored in his associations 
with it. Age has not impaired Mr. Baird’s 
lively interest in all that relates to his coun¬ 
try’s welfare or to the best traditions of the 
trade, and his arm is as ready and as strong 
as ever to strike a blow in their defense. 
On behalf of the book trade we offer con¬ 
gratulations to our friend and colleague. 

The other event was the celebration on the 
nth instant of the golden anniversary of Mr. 
John H. Dingman’s connection with the house 
of Scribner. Such occurrences in these days 
of unrest and continual change, and of the 
reign of the young man in business, are rare, 
and will become still rarer. Nevertheless, it 
is pleasant to note that length of service and 
staunch loyalty to his firm does count and 
meets with proper appreciation on the part 
of high-minded principals. The lovefeast on 
the occasion of Mr. Dingman’s anniversary 
reflects quite as creditably upon the house of 
Scribner and Mr. Dingman’s associates as 
it does upon the recipient. Such an act of 
courtesy cannot but help to bind still closer 
the relationship that must exist between the 
faithful worker and appreciative employer. 


NEW METHODIST HYMN BOOK. 

The new Methodist Hymn Book, over 
which there has been so much discussion for 
the last five years, will come into general use 
in the Methodist Episcopal churches through¬ 
out the United States on Sunday, September 
17. It contains more than 800 old and new 
hymns. Most of them are written by John 
Wesley, with Isaac Watts next, and a con¬ 
siderable number by Fanny Crosby, the blind 
authoress. 

A new departure has been made by select¬ 
ing hymns written by authors who w r ere never 
known as religious writers. Among. them 
are Sir Walter Scott, John Hay and Richard 
Watson Gilder. Rudyard Kipling’s “Reces¬ 
sional” also appears in the book. 

The last Methodist hymn books were com¬ 
piled in 1878. For some years there has been 
much discussion over the words “washed in 
the blood of the Lamb” and other similar 
phrases. The setting of hymns to popular 
tunes was also objected to, but the negroes 
in the South, who are mostly Methodists, in¬ 
sisted on having the old Southern tunes that 
were in use before the war. 

In 1900 Leslie M. Shaw, then Governor of 
Iowa, was one of the original three who 
signed a petition for a new hymnal, and in 
March, 1902, a committee of eleven delegates 
was appointed. The committee was to con¬ 
sider three points, which old hymns should 
be stricken out, which new ones were to be 
selected, and which old ones were to be re¬ 
vised. Two musical editors were added to 
the committee to assist in the argument over 
the tunes. 


COLLIER’S EDITOR CHARGED WITH 
LIBEL. 

On a charge of criminal libel based on an 
editorial printed in Collier’s Weekly Norman 
Hapgood, editor of that publication, was ar¬ 
rested on the 13th inst. at its offices, 416-424 
West Thirteenth Street, New York City, on 
a warrant obtained by Justice Joseph M. 
Deuel, of the Special Sessions, and issued by 
Magistrate Steinert in Jefferson Market 
Court. Mr. Hapgood pleaded “Not guilty,” 
and was paroled in the custody of his attor¬ 
ney until September 18. The basis of the 
charge on which the warrant was issued was 
an editorial printed in Collier's Weekly on] 
August 5, for which Justice Deuel holds the 
defendant was and is responsible. The pub¬ 
lication of the editorial, Justice Deuel al¬ 
leges, exposed him to “hatred, contempt and 
obliquy.” The editorial was printed under 
the heading “Public Conscience,” and was a 
scathing arraignment of Justice Deuel. He 
was specifically charged with violating his 
oath of office in engaging in business while 
in his magisterial position. The editorial 
complained of was printed during and since 
the “America’s Smart Set” and “Fads and 
Fancies” expositions. The methods of Town 
Topics, with which it is alleged Justice Deuel 
is associated in a business way, were made 
the subject of the editorial. 


THE NEWSDEALERS’ RESOLUTIONS. 

The following resolutions were passed at 
the close of the twenty-third annual conven¬ 
tion of the National Association of News¬ 
dealers, Booksellers and Stationers at 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., August 30: 

Resolved, That the newsdealers discourage the 
sale of any magazines that do not allow the dealer 
30 per cent, on the retail price. 

Resolved, That this association condemn the action 
of the publishers whose subscription prices are lower 
than the aggregated price per year—charged to the 
trade. . • , ,1 

Resolved, That the executive committee shall re¬ 
vise the constitution and by-laws and report at 1906 
convention. , „ , , 

Resolved, That all unsalaried officers shall be al¬ 
lowed railroad fares to and from executive meetings. 

Resolved That we discourage the sale of Street 
& Smith’s five cent Boys’ Library, such as Young 
Rough Rider Weekly, Winner Library, Red Raven 
Library, and Frank Tousey’s Young Athletic Li¬ 
brary, as the publishers are unfair to the dealers. 

Resolved. That the dealers take up the idea of 
magazine subscription club offers, to compete with 
such offers as are being made by the large sub¬ 
scription aerents and other combinations. These 
offers will “be available for all newsdealers upon 
application to the national association. 

Resolved. That in the future conventions their 
association extend the privileges of honorable mem¬ 
bership to such individuals as may be the pleasure of 
the delegates at large. 


A “CABBAGE PATCH” BANK. 

Mrs. Alice Hegan Rice, author of “Mrs. 
Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch,” has organized 
in Louisville, Ky., a new national bank with 
a capital stock of $250,000. Associated with 
her is her husband, Cale Young Rice, W. O. 
Head and L. M. Rice. What position Mrs. 
Rice will hold in the new financial concern 
has not been decided, though it is said that 
she will have some responsible post. 
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JOHN H. DINGMAN’S GOLDEN ANNI¬ 
VERSARY. 

Upwards of fifty years ago there came to 
New York City a youth from up State — 
Rensselaer County—eager to learn, impa¬ 
tient to become of some use in the world. 
Passing through the public school, he entered 
the New York Free Academy, or what is 
now called the College of the City of New 
York. Time dragged and, ever impatient as 
the boy was to be something and to do some¬ 
thing worth while, he was naturally attracted 
to an advertisement of “A boy wanted in a 
(hook store.” His credentials proving satis- 


complimentary things. He then presented to 
Mr. Dingman a handsome silver loving cup, 
suitably inscribed. 

In response, and at the request of his asso¬ 
ciates, Mr. Dingman made a lengthy address 
recalling to their memories some of the most 
striking events in the history of the house, 
and traced in a careful manner items of value 
concerning its earliest life.

factory John H. Dingman became office boy 
for Charles Scribner, Sr., at 36 Park Row 
in the building formerly occupied by the 
Brick Church, afterward the site of the New 
York Times building. It was on a Monday 
morning, September 10, 1855—nine years after 
the Scribner business had been started — that 
young Dingman joined the Scribner staff; 
and it was therefore that his associates met 
on the evening of the nth inst. at the rooms 
of the Aldine Association, to greet him, and 
to do him honor on the eve of his entry upon 
the sixth decade’s service in the ranks of the 
house which it was always his aim to honor 
and by hard work and enterprise to help 
place in the very front rank of the trade. 

The anniversary celebration took place in 
the gaily decorated dining room of the Aldine 
Association, and was noteworthy for its sus¬ 
tained interest during the entire evening. 
Samuel W. Marvin acted as toastmaster, and 
conveyed to Mr. Dingman the hearty con¬ 
gratulations and good wishes of the whole 
staff of this great publishing house who were 
present in his honor, and said for them many 


Other addresses were made by Mr. Mix, 
H. L. Smith, E. T. S. Lord, Mr. Stolle, and 
Mr. Offerd. Mr. Charles Scribner then arose 
and made the most marked address of the 
evening. Referring to the many important 
achievements of the house—which had been se¬ 
cured, he said, by the most strenuous efforts— 
he insisted that success could not have come 
but for the strong individual help of the many 
competent men who had occupied positions of 
responsibility and trust with his father, his 
brothers and himself. He urged this point 
of view with force and spoke with cordiality 
and intensity of his appreciation of it. He 
then turned to Mr. Dingman and in a very 
impressive manner thanked him for all the 
efforts he had made during these fifty years, 
and then, with a charm which is indescriba¬ 
ble, added: “I speak in the name of those 
who are not here, and in the name of my 
brother Arthur and myself as well.” 

The silence which followed was intense, 
but was suddenly broken by the most pro¬ 
nounced applause and an audible expression 
of the pleasure of every one present over Mr. 
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Scribner’s pronounced expression of his ap¬ 
preciation of the help given by the many men 
who have been connected with the house from 
its beginning. 

Shortly after this, those present dispersed, 
but not until Mr. Dingman had referred feel¬ 
ingly to Mr. F. B. Mead, the former cashier, 
whose precarious state of health prevented 
his being present — and all present had voted 
to send good wishes over the sea to Mr. 
L. W. Bangs in London. 

Mr. Dingman’s services to the trade at 
large consisted in the preparation of a “Di¬ 
rectory of Booksellers and Stationers in the 
United States and Canada,” the first of its 
kind published in this country, which met a 
real need and became so popular and profita¬ 
ble that he issued it for four years, from 1870 
to 1873. He was obliged to discontinue it 
because it took too much of his time from 
other important business engagements. In all 
the deliberations of the various trade organi¬ 
zations that have been called into existence 
in Mr. Dingman’s time he took prominent 
part and contributed much to their success 
by his intelligent and practical views of the 
subjects that were presented for discussion. 
During the Civil War Mr. Dingman served 
as lieutenant in the Thirty-seventh Regiment 
N. Y. S. M. during its several enlistments. 
In church work he has been prominent, serv¬ 
ing as superintendent of the Sunday-schools 
of several churches and as elder in the Re¬ 
formed Church. He was for seven years a 
member of the Executive Committee of the 
Young Republican Club of Brooklyn, and 
in his social circle he was always a desired 
and welcome guest. All in all Mr. Dingman’s 
life has been well rounded and to-day, not¬ 
withstanding the years that have passed over 
his head, he is as buoyant of spirit as he ever 
was, warm hearted and ever ready to lend a 
hand to his younger or weaker brethren. 


PUBLIC PRINTER PALMER OUT. 

For insubordination in disobeying his or¬ 
ders, President Roosevelt, on the 8th inst., 
ordered the summary and immediate removal 
of F. W. Palmer, head of the Government 
Printing Office at Washington. The Presi¬ 
dent had previously asked for Palmer’s resig¬ 
nation, to take effect on September 15. 

Palmer’s troubles grew out of the recent 
investigation of the contract for typesetting 
machines for the Government Printing Office. 
The contract was awarded to the Lanston 
Company, and the Mergenthaler Company, a 
rival concern, charged that unfair methods 
had been employed in making the award. 
During the investigation which followed two 
foremen in the department, Oscar J. Ricketts 
and L. C. Hay. gave testimony which was 
unfavorable to Palmer. After the investiga¬ 
tion had been closed Palmer preferred 
charges of insubordination against the two 
foremen, and ordered them to appear before 
him on September 5 to show cause why they 
should not be removed from office. 

When President Roosevelt learned of this 


he issued an order calling upon Palmer to 
tender his resignation to take effect on Sep¬ 
tember 15. Pending this the President issued 
an order prohibiting Palmer from issuing 
any order to the employes of the department 
or in any way interfering with the working 
of the Government Printing Office. 

On the 8th inst. the President was in¬ 
formed that Palmer nevertheless had ordered 
Ricketts and Hay to appear before him and 
answer charges. Mr. Roosevelt then issued 
the order removing him at once and placing 
Ricketts in temporary charge of the office. 

President Roosevelt on the 10th inst. made 
public the report of the Keep Commission on 7 
its recent investigation of affairs in the Gov¬ 
ernment Printing Office. The inquiry was 
made by special direction of the President on 
account of a protest which he had received 
from the officials of the Mergenthaler type¬ 
setting machine company against the award 
of a contract by Frank W. Palmer, the Pub¬ 
lic Printer, to the Lanston Monotype Com¬ 
pany for seventy-two machines of its make. 
By order of the President, the contract with 
the Lanston Company was held up- until an 
investigation could be made, with a view to 
ascertaining whether the charges of favorit¬ 
ism and corruption in the letting of the con¬ 
tract were substantially founded. 

The text of the President’s memorandum 
approving the report, a formidable document 
of 16,000 words, is as follows: 

“The conclusions of the committee are 
hereby approved, save the latter part of Con¬ 
clusion 1. It does not appear that there is 
any question as to the validity of the contract 
in question. If it had not been for the con¬ 
duct *of the Mergenthaler company in pre¬ 
ferring the charge discussed by the commit¬ 
tee in Conclusion 2, that of corruption, I 
should agree with the committee that it 
would be desirable to set aside the contract, 
if such a course were legal. But second only 
to corruption in a public officer in point of 
iniquity comes making a baseless charge of 
corruption, and this is what the committee 
finds the Mergenthaler company has done in 
this case, its comments being in part: 

In the light of the failure of the company to pro¬ 
duce evidence of such corruption, it must be held 
that the charge was made recklessly, and the Mer¬ 
genthaler company should be severely condemned 
for including such a charge in a formal communi¬ 
cation to the President of the United States, made 
as a basis for official action on his part. It is fair 
also to the Lanston Monotype Company to say that 
no evidence was produced by the Mergenthaler 
Company, nor was any obtained by the committee 
in the course of its hearing, tending to show any 
promise, payment or consideration of any kind what¬ 
soever made by the Lanston Company, or any of its 
officers or agents, to any person in the government 
service. 

“Had not this charge of corruption been 
made, I should have entirely agreed with the 
conclusion of the committee that if it were 
possible (which it is not) it would be desir¬ 
able to cancel the contract in question. 

“Public Printer Palmer has been removed 
from office. The cases of the subordinates 
alluded to in the report must be taken up in 
connection with the discipline and reorganiza¬ 
tion of the bureau whe:; Mr. Palmer’s suc¬ 
cessor assumes office.”

He resides at Brighton, England, 
where every fine day he takes an outing in a 
Bath chair. A slight lameness prevents the 
walking exercise which he took daily until 
this year. His general health continues good, 
and he is busy at his desk every morning.

Tauler’s tlieology represents the purest and 
highest type of German mysticism, and by in¬ 
sisting upon personal relationship to God, 
freedom from the thralldom of authority, and 
the worthlessness of mere good works with¬ 
out the renewal of the inward life, represents 
a tendency in theology which found full ex¬ 
pression in the Reformation of the sixteenth 
century. Tauler’s sermons are among the 
noblest in the German language, and touch 
on all sides the deeper problems of the moral 
and spiritual life.

The Amo¬ 
retti and the Stanley editions are said to be 
made from a defective French manuscript of

text, it is claimed that the work for the first 
time appears in English in complete form. 
Mr. Robertson has annotated the work com¬ 
prehensively, and gives a rare map and the 
numerous original charts in careful reproduc¬ 
tions.

Among the Headhunters,” by Dorothy Cator, 
who has travelled where no other white 
woman has ever been, and who has lived 
among practically unknown tribes in Borneo 
and in Africa. They will publish at once a 
volume on “Wild Fowl,” by L. H. de Visme 
Shaw, with chapters on shooting the duck 
and the goose, by W. H. Pope, and on cook¬ 
ery, by Alexander Innes Shand, with illus¬ 
trations ; “Medieval and Modern History,” 
by Professor Henry E. Bourne, of the West¬ 
ern Reserve University; “Principles of Eco¬ 
nomics, with special reference to American 
conditions,” by Professor Edwin R. A. Selig- 
man, of Columbia University; also, “St. John 
and the Close of the Apostolic Age,” by the 
Abbe Constant Fouard, the final volume in 
the series of The Beginnings of the Church. 
They will bring out next month a new vol¬ 
ume by Stanley J. Weyman, entitled “Starve- 
crow Farm,” the scene of which is laid in 
northern England, in 1819, when the working 
classes, impoverished through the long con¬ 
flict with Napoleon, were in a state bordering 
on rebellion; also, “The Red Book of Ro¬ 
mance,” edited by Andrew Lang, with illus¬ 
trations in color and in black and white. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons will publish shortly 
a work on “Tibet and Turkestan,” by Oscar 
Terry Crosby, which receives added interest 
through the resignation of Lord Curzon, be¬ 
cause Mr. Crosby discusses in no uncertain, 
though non-partisan, terms what he refers to 
as “the British attack on Tibet;” “The Ro¬ 
mance of the French Abbeys,” by Mrs. Eliz¬ 
abeth Williams Champney, with illustrations 
by the author’s late husband, J. Wells Champ¬ 
ney, who made France his second home and 
who planned the four books, including the 
present, thus far brought out by Mrs. Champ¬ 
ney; “Louis xiv. and la Grande Mademoiselle,” 
by Arvede Barine, whose former work, “The 
Youth of la Grande Mademoiselle,” has had 
an unusual success; a “life” of Hermann von 
Helmholz, prepared by Dr. Hermann Knapp, 
the distinguished New York oculist and med¬ 
ical editor, based largely on the biography by 
the Geheimrath Kbnigsberger, which is now 
running as a serial in the Archives of Oph¬ 
thalmology; “In Thamesland,” by Henry 
Wellington Wack, author of “The Story of 
the Congo Free State,” etc., which gives a 
gossipy account of the author’s numerous 
rambles and voyages along the river Thames; 
also, a new edition of Professor Charles 
Francis Richardson’s well-known manual, 
“The Choice of Books,” which will contain a 
supplement entitled “Suggestions for Libra¬ 
ries,” giving selected lists of books of refer¬ 
ence, history, biography and literature, with 
the best current editions, notes and prices. 
They are bringing out the Federal edition 
of “The Writings of Abraham Lincoln,” 
edited by Arthur Brooks Lapsley, which 
includes the full text of the Lincoln- 
Douglas debates, together with the Essay 
on Lincoln, by Carl Schurz; the Address 
on Lincoln, by Joseph H. Choate, and the 
Life of Lincoln, by Noah Brooks. The 
edition is limited to 1000 signed and num¬ 
bered sets. It will be issued in a set of about 
eight volumes. The editor is a Harvard man 
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of scholarly historical knowledge. He will 
supply brief footnotes throughout the text. 
The works are to be illustrated with up¬ 
wards of 100 photogravure and other illus¬ 
trations, chiefly important portraits of Lin¬ 
coln, and contemporary portraits of Lincoln’s 
generals, cabinet members and associations in 
public and private life. Facsimiles of impor¬ 
tant letters and documents will make the 
work notable -among the books devoted to 
great Americans. 

The Macmillan Company will publish 
shortly a volume on “Normandy,” with forty 
pictures of scenes in that romantic country, 
reproduced in colors from paintings made by 
Nico Jungman, and text by Miss G. E. Mit- 
ton, who was one of Sir Walter Besant’s col¬ 
laborators in his great work on London; 
“Heart's Desire,” by Emerson Hough, a 
novel the action of which takes place in a lit¬ 
tle mountain town in New Mexico, in the 
days when that country was a Land Before 
the Law;” “A Self-Supporting Home,” by 
Mrs. Kate V. Saint Maur, in which the au¬ 
thor tells her readers how she established 
such a home, without capital, on a small 
farm, and gives all the details of the care of 
poultry and pet stock and other creatures, to¬ 
gether with many new wrinkles in the suc¬ 
cessful and easy cultivation of a vegetable 
garden. They also announce a one-volume 
edition of “The Memoir of Alfred Tennyson, 
by His Son,” and new and cheaper editions 
in one volume of Marion Crawford’s “South¬ 
ern Italy and Sicily and the Rulers oi the 
South” and “Ave Roma Immortalis, ’ both 
of which are profusely illustrated. The 
first volume of the new edition of “The Life 
and Writings of Benjamin Franklin,” edited 
by Professor Albert H. Smith, of Philadel¬ 
phia, will be brought out in the first week of 
October. They have in preparatipn a 
text-book on the “History of Education, ? 
by Professor Paul Monroe, of the Teachers 
College, Columbia University, whose aim 
is to emphasize the great typical educa¬ 
tional movements in thought and practice, 
and to afford very definite conceptions of 
comparatively few leaders; “Character of 
Renaissance Architecture,” by Charles Her¬ 
bert Moore, professor of art at Harvard, 
which consists in a discussion of the struc¬ 
tural and artistic character of Renaissance 
architecture, with .a brief preliminary consid¬ 
eration of the meaning of the Renaissance 
movement, (1420-1600,) and a comparison of 
its animating motives with those which had 
given form to the arts of the Middle Ages, 
illustrated from photographs, drawings and 
diagrams; a limited large-paper edition of the 
works of Maurice Hewlett, in ten volumes, 
uniform with the edition dc luxe of the works 
of Walter Pater, the first volume of which, 
“Richard Yea-and-Nay,” will be brought out 
in October: also, the following new novels: 
“Coniston/’ by Winston Churchill; “Fair 
Margaret: a Portrait,” by F. Marion Craw¬ 
ford: “Yolanda,” by Charles Major: “The 
Road Builders,” by Samuel Merwin: “Helian- 
thus” by “Ouida:” “The Jungle,” by Upton 
Sinclair; and “Lady Baltimore,” by Owen 
Wister.
